the heavy ball of earth at the roots and the delays incidental to freight shipments are often facal to them 

It is customary for nurserymen not to offer ordinary or layer plants until late in the season, for the reason 
that, during the summer, the plants are putting forch their runners and making their increase, and to dis- 
turb the beds at this season causes the destruction and loss of thousands of unrooted plants. 


KNOWING the characteristics of each variety offered we can often make selections for our patrons better than 
they can for themselves. When it is desired that we shall do this, please state the general charactce of the soil to be 
planted—light or heavy—and whether early. late or a succession of fruit is desired. 


We cannot accept an order of less amount than $1.00. 


Payments invariably in advance. Goods sent C.O.D. only when twenty-five per cent. of the amount is forwarded 
with order, with return charges added. Remit by Postal Money Order, Registered Letter, New York Draft or a 
Money Order. Always enclose remittance with the order. 


Everything offered in this pamphlet is packed free of charge and delivered to forwarders, after which our control 
ceases, consequently our responsibility also. State plainly to what point goods are to be sent. The prices quoted for 
strawberry plants are for pot-grown plants in all instances and for the quantities specified; but six and fifty of a variety 
will be supplied at dozen and hundred rates, respectively. Less than fifty of a variety go at dozen rates. We cannot 
accept orders for less than six plants of a variety of strawberries. 


A ten per cent. discount off the 100 rate will be granted on lots of 500 or over. 


It is our custom, should the supply of a variety becotme exhausted, which occasionally occurs in all nurseries, to 
substitute in its stead a similar sort. When it is desired that we shall not do this, it must be so 
stated in the order. 


Claims, if any, must be made upon receipt of goods, when they will be carefully and cheerfully examined, and it 
just, all made satisfactory. Claims made after fifteen days of receipt of goods will not be entertained. We send out 
only good plants and in good condition, carefully packed in all cases; but success or failure depends, in so large a de- 
gree, upon care and management after received, that we do not, because we cannot, undertake to guarantee stock to live.

Modest Crops this F all, from Everbearine Sorts 


The illustrations shown on opposite page and on the 
front cover will give you a fairly good idea as to the stock 
of specimen plants ready for distribution this season. If 
such plants as this are set into the garden, any time dur- 
ing July and early August, they will take hold at once, 
bloom freely, and will bear some fruit this fall,—provided 
the gardener selects Everbearing varieties as offered on 
pages 6 to 9. Last year we made a shipment of the variety 
Lovett’s All Season, as further described on pages 6 to 7, 
to a customer on Long Island. The plants were set into 


the garden during the first week in August; by September, 
they had made a remarkable top growth and were bloom- 
ing freely; and on the second of October, the first half- 
dozen ripe berries were gathered,—and the plants contin- 
ued to bear up to middle of November, surviving light 
frosts without injury. Wherever. the climate is congenial, 
we can promise our customers a fair crop of Everbearing 
Strawberries this fall from plants of the type we offer 
herewith, set out any time during July and the early part 
of August. 
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How To Grow Bumper Crops 


As the Strawberry plant is an exception- 
ally heavy feeder, it is best to select a rich 
piece of ground for the Straw bed. 
Any good garden soil liberally en- 
Heed with well-rotted manure, ge 
humus, or other decayed vege- , aa 
table or animal matter, is ideal AB# de <9" 
for the purposeof growing fine 4 zip 
big berries in liberal quanti- 
ties. The ground should be 
spaded deeply; and several 
applications of bone meal, 
scattered on the ground and 
worked into the surface 
with a fine rake, should be 
very beneficial. A moist soil 
is eer: to one inclined "amp. 
to be dry. Soils with oe 
tional drainage require tre- ¥ 
quent watering to enable the 
plants to do their best. Where 
manure is used in liberal quantities % 
fine sandy soils will bear wonderful * 
crops. Strawberries should not be planted ™ 
in alocation that does not getaminimumof ~~ 
six hours of sunlight each day. They surely should 
not be planted under trees or in other shady situations. 


Just previous to planting, dip the roots with 
the adhering’ earth of each plant, one by 
one, into a bucket of water. The placing 
of a handful of straw, grass, etc. (or 
berry basket) over each plant for 
a few days, until the plants get 
“started,’’ is a good thing to 
do. Old stained baskets are as 
good as any for this purpose. 
It is best to remove the cov- 
ering after three or four days; 
and do not permit it to re- 
main, in any event, for more 
than a week. 

For hill culture in the 
family garden, set plants in. 
rows two feet apart, and the 
plants twelve inches apart in 
the row; or if to be ees a by 

horse and cultivator, have the 
rows three feet and the plants one 
ert foot apart in the row. In either 
aa” = Case, cut off the runners as they ap- 
pear. If to be grown in matted rows, 
plant in rows three and one-half or four feet 
- apart and the plants a foot apart in the row, 
permitting the runners to grow at will. 


Selection of Varieties 


The blossoms of all cultivated Strawberries are either 
bi-sexual (perfect) or pistillate (imperfect). All the varie- 
ties offered in this catalog have pertect blossoms and none, 
therefore, require the association of another kind in order 
to be fruitful. It is best, unless the ground to be planted 
is of very limited extent, to plant at least three varieties 
Cearly, midseason, and late), that the time of fruiting 
may extend over a period of several weeks. 

The autumn, or everbearing, varieties usually begin to 
yield ripe berries in a month to six weeks from date of plant- 
ing andcontinuetodo so until lateautumn. Never oat less 
than a dozen plants of a variety, as a proper test cannot be 
made with a smaller number than this. : 


After-Culture 


This consists in keeping the soil mel- 
low and free of weeds, by frequent ‘ 
hoeing or cultivation. At the approach 
of winter (as soon as the ground is 
frozen sufficiently to support the weight 
of a horse and cart) cover the entire bed 
with salt-meadow hay or other loose, 
light material. Light strawy manure is excellent 
purpose, as the soluble portion leaches into the soil and 
affords nourishment to the plants, while the fibrous portion 
remains upon the surface as a mulch. Evergreen branches 
are useful for holding the covering in place and are, them- 
selves, a protection. When the plants start growth in the 
spring, remove most of the mulch and leave it on the sur- 
face about the plants: this prevents the berries from be- 
coming splashed

The reason for this is 
that the varieties here offered are so far ahead of the old stand- 
bys in every way that we consider it unfair, especially to the 
newcomers to the ranks of Strawberry growers, to continue to 
offer them. 

The fall-bearing or more properly styled. ‘‘Everbearing"’ 
Strawberries are interesting and surely have decided merit. 
Fortunately nearly all of them are excellent in quality and give 
a heavy yield of fruit in June. The subsequent or autumn crop 
is frequently less profuse. If, however, the blossoms are re- 
moved from the plants until the last of June, the autumn crop 
will be very greatly improved—both in size of yield and the 
berries themselves. : 

On moist, fertile land our pot-grown plants of these fall- 
bearing Strawberries frequently produce some sweet, ripe ber- 
ries in a few weeks from the time they are planted. . We advise 
“hill culture’ (done by clipping off all the runners soon after 
they appear, thus restricting the growth to the parent plants) 
for best results with these varieties.

At best a man 
can learn to do but few things well during an ordinary 
lifetime and when the founder of this business, back in 
1877, became the pioncer in growing Pot-grown Straw- 
berry plants, he started specializing in a field but little 
explored up to that time.

Is it not logical to assume that the house which has prac- 
ticed the producing of certain types of plants the longest 
should also be more skillful in the carrying out of the 
work?
